West German diplomat’s suicide 


in Cairo causes stir in Bonn

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
BONN. — The West German For- 
eign Ministry has confirmed the re- 
cent death by suicide of Peter La- 
zarek, 26, a member of Bonn's em- 
bassy in Cairo, whom press reports 
here say had been passing “intern- 
al papers” to German politicians. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
neither confirmed nor denied the 
dress claims, but said the case did 
not involve apy “espionage or in- 


telligence” 
powers, 
Mr. Lazarek reportedly took an 
overdose of sleeping tablets on Ap- 
ril12 and died shortly afterwards. He 
was described by the government 
here as a low-ranking consular offi- 
cial engaged mainly on administra- 
tive duties. 

Mr. Lazarek's suicide occurred only 
three days after another embassy 
official, Erich Knapp, was abruptly 
fired because of a letter he wrote 
to Chancellor Helmut Schmidt harsh-

An unidentified former ΟἿΑ. man 
was quoted as saying that “‘Roth- 
man was in touch with several CLA 
agents. They had many meetings 
concerning assassination plots 
against Castro.” 

The paper quoted federal sources 
eas saying the CIA and the under- 
world eventually agreed to give the 
“contract” on Castro to John “Don 
Giovanni" Roselli, the reputed Ma- 
fia boss of Las Vegas. 

The federal sources quoted in the 
article said Roselli, who reportedly 
had been introduced to CLA agents 
by a Howard Hughes executive who 
formerly worked for the FBI, 
“agreed to recruit a death squad to 
go to Cuba, hunting Castro. The 
CLA was to supply money, weapons 
and transportation," the “News” 
said. 

Several attempts were made to 


kill Castro, the paper quoted the 
federal sources as saying. One exe- 


“eution squad reportedly got ashore 


but missed its target; in another in- 
Stance “the crew of Roselli's launch 
fought a running battle with a Cu- 
ban patrol boat.” 

The “News” quoted intelligence 
Sources as saying the CIA landed 
another execution squad in eastern 
Cuba to try to kill Castro when he 
went to a memorial service in the 
eastern provibcial capital of San- 
tiago. 

That group reportedly killed Cas- 
tro’s look-alike bodyguard, Capt. Al- 
fredo Gamonai, who was riding in 
the official motorcade, but missed 
Castro because he travelled another 
route. 

In addition to gums, the “News” 
said, poison and dynamite were use:! 
in assassination plots, but something 
always went wrong. 

The only man who gained from 
these fruitless attempts was Raselii. 
the newspaper said. 

““In 1967, the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service began depor- 
tation proceedings against Roselli, 
elaiming he was brought to this 
country iWegally from Italy,” the 
“News” said. 

“In 1969, soon after President Ni- 
xon took office, government lawyers 
argued in court that Roselli should 
not be deported because he had per- 
formed unspecified ‘valuable service 
to national securty'.” the article 
went on, adding: “Roselli was not 
deported.” 


Soviets use sex as bait 
to trap Western visitors 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The U.S. Em- 
bassy here has confirmed that a 
young American man who had 
sexual relations with a Soviet wo- 
man in Tashkent was taken to a 
hospital and interrogated for two 
days. 

The unnamed victim of what the 
embassy regarded as 8. subversion 
attempt was one of twenty Ameri- 
can tour guides on a six-month 
tour of the USSR with a U.S. home 
technology exhibit. He was ques- 
tioned closely about the personal 
background of the other guides, 
their training and qualifications 
and asked “who are the spies 
among them”? U.S. sources saitL 
American officials finally located 
him and won his release. 

An embassy spokesman gave no 
further details other than to say 
that the man involved, a Black in 


his twenties, had been sent home 
for his own protection and a pro- 
test had been lodged with the So- 
viets. 


The U.S. and other Western na- 
tions have tried to play down in- 
cidents such as these in fear of 
rocking the detente boat. 

“We know they go on,” said one 
U.S, official here. “The ‘other side 
does, too (apparently referring to 
western attempts to subvert Rus- 
sians}, It’s best not to bring it out 
in public.”
